There were large offerings of
bills, in consequence of further ex-
tensive purchases of supplies for ex-
pert, Competent brokers think ex-
change on London, so far as it affects
practical purposes, now is almost
normal. Finencial interests profess
to sec In the Increasing outflow of
merchandise ad dfoodstuffs to the bel-
ligerent natiops vastly more than a
nere adjustmont of exchange. They
declare that if exports are maintained
at their present high level for the
balance of the year, American obli-
gations across the water will be
changed to eredits, and the present
menaces of liquidation of American
stocks by Europe be automatlcully
dispelled.
